Health departments administering influenza vaccine 


County health departments in 
Alabama began administering 
influenza vaccine Tuesday, 
Nov. |, to anyone wishing to 
‘reduce the likelihood of becom- 
ing il from flu regardless of 
risk status, 

The shots will be given 


’ through the end of influenza 


season while supplies last. 
“Influenza vaccine is the best 
way to prevent infection from 
the flu virus and the complica- 
tions associated with it,” said 
Dr. Donald Williamson, state 
health officer. “Persons must be 


re-vaccinated each year because 
the flu viruses change every 
year, Because of staggered ship- 
ping methods used by the man- 
ufacturer, health department 
clinics have run out of vaccine 
numerous times. We anticipate 
a total of 16,870 doses to be 
delivered to county health clin- 
ics statewide this week. Late in 
November we anticipate receiv- 
ing additional flu vaccine which 
will probably be administered 
in clinics in December. The 
month of December is not too 
late to be vaccinated to be pro-

She was born on November 12, 1815. in 
Johnstown, a small community fifty miles 
northwest of Albany, New York. Less than a 
year earlier, the War of 1812 had ended, 
Thomas Jefferson was a retired President liv- 
ing in Virginia, and there were nineteen states. 

Eighty-seven years later, when she died, 
there were forty-five states, electric lights lit 
the streets, a wireless radio signal had crossed 
the Atlantic Ocean, and Wilbur and Orville 
Wright were poised to launch the age of flight.

The Elba City Council 
smoothly handled several items 
of business which in times past 
have stirred the council itself or 
concerned citizens into heated 
debates. 

An alcohol license was unani- 
mously approved for Mulberry 
Community Grocery, allowing 
the community store to sell both 
beer and wine for off premises 
use.

The 
application had been tabled for 
several months to allow the 
owners, Michael Lindsey and 
Denise Burks, time to comply 
with all state arid local regula- 
tions. 

The council accepted the rec- 
ommendations of Mayor James 
Grimes, and appointed Junior 
Culver to the Board of Zoning 
Adjustments ~ and 
Lawford to the Elba Housing 
Authority.

Mayor Grimes reviewed the

‘The-largest’ single ‘drop in 
{income could be considered a 
positive - transfers from the 
Water and Electric Board were 
$45,000 below. budget esti- 
mates. 

Revenue sources which were 
above budget _ predictions 
included “other police revenue” 
(grants, etc.), sales tax, alcohol 
tax, automobile tax, financial 
institution tax, and grant funds. 

Expenditures were also above 
budget projections, in fact every 
department showed spending in 
excess of budget. Grimes noted 
some of the expense was the 
extra $80,000 for sewer 
improvements on Claxton 
Avenue and Larkin Road; 
$80,000 in unbudgeted, but 
required, street repairs; $43,000 
of interest on a sewer loan and 
payoff of all loans at the bank; 
and the purchase of some need- 
ed, but unexpected, fire depart- 
ment equipment.

$143,521.31 were approved for 

. payment. 
City Clerk Wayne Grantham
